"Death resulted from opium poison- 


Mr. Martin had taken about four 
ounces, of peppermint and 'laudanum 
that were mixed in equal parts. He 
dran?i, therefore, about two ounces of 
pure 
laudanum—an extremely large 


dose. 


"When we arrived at-the ranch it 


was impossible for us to give any as- 
sistance. Mr. Martin might have been 
saved if hfe had been carried to Liver- 
more. In 
coming here we lost two 


hours of valuable time." 


The deceased was'about 40 years of 


age. He formerly resided in this city-.

terview on the I-Jttwaiian-Japanese con- 
troversy . Yoshtbunl Murota, 
Japanese 


Minister to Mexico, made the folio-wins 
statement: 


"There arc many Japanese In Hawaii, 


and they have rights which might be in- 
terfered with in tbe event of annexation. 


"What t£ the United States respected 


these rights? Jn such a case there might 
be no objection on the part of my govern- 
ment. However, Hawaii Is an indepen- 
dent country in tbe Pacific, and Japan 
would prefbr to nave it kept indepen- 
dent." 


"Even If tbe TInlted States should carry 


out their policy of non-interference in 
European or Eastern affairs, (n cass th« 
Islands should-become a part of the Amer- 
ic»n Union, some contingency nr.lgbt arise 
forcing them to change their policy of 
neutrality. For instance, Honolulu Is.an 
Important settlement and if America had 
any question with Great Britain, the pos- 
session of these Islands in the Pacific 
might lead as an accident In colonlaJ pol- 
itics to an expansion of tlie American Go- 
main far beyond their present Intentions. 
This is the reason we prefer to have Ha- 
w.iil wholly Independent." 


The Minister said that all talk about nn 


alliance between Japan and Spain against 
the United States is erroneous. No such 
thing Is contemplated. Japan owes its 
modern rennaissance to tbe United States, 
through whose efforts the country was 
thrown open to the world. We consider 
tho United Slates in that sense our mothor 
country. 


"Even it the United States were to make 


a. present o£ Hawaii to Japan it would 
not be accepted. The Japanese have no 
ambition to annex Hawaii, and as I said, 
would rather ace the Islands independent 
and free."

This 
he said, tends to .obstruct street work 
and. retards the Improvement of the 
whole city. 


"The property owners," said Jtfr. Mil- 


ler, "on one pretext or another sign 
the protests and that stops the work for 
six months. Unless public sentiment Is 
aroused, we are powerless to do any- 
thing;. "We have been studying the ef- 
fect these protests have had upon the j 
city and have found that builders have 
giv«n up their business in this city and 
gone to Alameda and Berkeley, where 
a dozen houses are built to one in this 
city. Conditions are cUfrerent here, too, 
for the bad repair of the streets is the 
result of both agt; and neglect. 


llr. Miller explained that the ccst of j 
street repair is now but twenty cents i 
a front foot where before it amounted j 
to 51.50.a front foot. The steam roller 
let by the city free of charge, the con- 
tractors furnishing the material. The 
engine 
consumes one-hall' a ton of 


. coal daily, and does a block a day, the 
' engineer's wages being S3-50. Thus the 
cost to the city Is but $7.50 a tlay. 


"People are imbued with the idea," 
continued Mr. Miller, "that street im- 
provement is a piece of jobbery on the 
part of the city and the contractors." 


Mr. Miller's suggestion to the Board 


as to the course of action to pursue 
was embodied in the following resolu- 
tion by Mr. Keller:

Hawaii a territory. This Is a mistake. 
Those who propose to annex that re- 
mote island—as distant from San Fran- 
francisco as Ireland is from New York, 
assert thai it is not safe to create a 
Btate or even a territory, because tho 
nations, all of whom are disfranchised 
and none of whom are tolerably well 
educated and all of whom are disfran- 
chised .and none of 
whom are to be 


consulted, might elect local officers of 
their choice. I do not agree that the 
.commercial supremacy of the waters 
of the Pacific depends upon the acqui- 
sition of these islands. I think that an 
attempt upon our part to assert domin- 
ion thore, means a large navy and a 
larger army without any corresponding 
tcneflt. 


"San Francisco cannot be defended 
from Hawaii. If we ever have any for- 
eign 
war 
we must look out for our 
'coasts, now insufficiently defended. As 
far-as trade is concerned, we can also 
command whatever trade the islands 
furnish 
because we present the bc-st 
market and can deal with them upon 
more favorable terms than any other 
people. 


"The population is undesirable. We

EDDY'S^XPERIWIENTS 


IN SKY TELEGRAPHY. 


It "Will He a Lone i'iino Before the 


Present Mollinds Aie 


Eclipsed. 


By Associated Press to The Tribune. 


NTS'W YORK, Aug., 3.—William A. 


Eddy says that experiments in atmos- 
phere electricity lor tha purpose of 
telegraphing without wires were begun 
by him in July last at Bayonne, N. J., 
with two lines of kites supporting two 
lines of copper wire separated by a 
distance of several hundred £eet. Ma- 
con! of Italy, has announced that the 
power of telegraph without wire de- 
pends upon the perpendicular projec- 
tion of the wires at each station a.nd 
that with separated wires projecting 
to a height of 100 feet, he succeeded in 
telegraphing without wires 
to a dis- 


tance of twelve miles. 


Mr. Eddy 'believes that with kite sup- 


ported wires, messages can be 
sent 


from New York to 'Chicago by means of 
three or four intermediate kite sta- 
tions, each kite station having its wire 
projected to a height of 1,500 or 2,000 
feel. He says lie has been defeated by 
light winds but the experiment of tele- 
graphing without wires will be carried 
out as soon as possible. He made re- 
peated attempts on -Saturday last 
to 


carry upward a duplicate line of wire 
with the two lines ot kites, but 
the 


wind declined to a calm before 
the 


second line could be established in'the 
air.
